Legalese--almost by defini- 
tion--is dull writing. Law 
journals are crammed with eru- 
dite, but unreadable, prose. 
Not unexpectedly they often 
distinguish themselves by ly- 
ing in full view within law- 
yers 1 offices and waiting 
rooms. Sometimes they are e- 
ven briefly examined--if not 
by the lawyers themselves, by 
their waiting clients who then 
perform a service to the legal 
community by informing counsel 
of the happenings in the law 
reviews . 

No law school worth its LLB 
is without a house publication 
to serve as an occupational 
diversion for students and 
faculty, and at times law re- 
views violate their own appar- 
ent traditions and publish en- 
grossing work. One such re- 
cent project was completed by 
the UCLA Law Review and con- 
cerned the who, what, when and 
wherefore of homosexual ar- 
rests in Los Angeles county. 

Part of the value of that 
survey was its extensive foot- 
note references and one of 
these footnotes mentioned--al- 
most in passing--that an un- 
published, but similar study 
had been conducted using the 
Philadelphia Morals Squad. A 
Drum researcher was sent to 
find it and it was unearthed 
from a law library f s files. 

A Put-Off? 

It was still in typescript 
and bore the put-off title: 
Enforcement of Laws Directed 
at Homosexuals : A Typical 
Metropolitan Approach. " The 
put-off ended there. The pa- 


per, by a law student on a 
special commission, was en- 
grossing reading. The law 
student, himself, is now a 
member of the Pennsylvania 
bar: Richard H. Elliott, Esq. 

Lawyer Elliott f s college pa- 
per, starting on page 10 of 
this issue, might be a bit 
disconserting to some Drum 
readers who have come to ex- 
pect most Drum articles to be 
written from the first-person- 
plural vantage point of "we, 
as homosexuals . . . " Lawyer El- 
liott is primarily talking di- 
bout us. 

"The Morals Squad," the El- 
liott piece retitled, is dis- 
concerting on other grounds, 
also. Sometimes his bland un- 
derstatement is disarming. He 
translates police talk such as 
"using sufficient force to o- 
vercome resistance to arrest" 
into: "the offender was hit on 
the skull with a billy club," 
so quickly that it would be 
possible not to see it--al- 
most . 

His case against arrests for 
solicitation to commit homo- 
sexual acts slips to conclu- 
sion so smoothly that it ap- 
pears deceptively simple. All 
in all, Richard Elliott's work 
is best appreciated with dis- 
tance. The impact of what he 
leaves to be read between the 
lines is sometimes more stag- 
gering than that which he 
states obliquely. 

Why was it never published 
in the journal for which it 
was commissioned? There is 
no definative answer. Perhaps 
it was not dull enough.

OBSCENITY 

Minneapolis: One of the na- 
tion^ best-known physique 
photographers turned state’s 
evidence in the obscenity 
trial of the firm for which he 
was the self-appointed "East 
Coast distributor." Only a 
short time ago he solicited 
his homosexual customers for 
legal funds so he could con- 
tinue to distribute the firm’s 
material . 

The photographer, 32 -year- 
old Robert Dabrowski, alias 
Bob Anthony, testified in the 
trial of Lloyd Spinar and Con- 
rad Germain, owners of Direc- 
tory Services, Inc. (DSI) , 
that physique and male nudist 
magazine subscribers "identify 
themselves as being either 
artists or persons interested 
in building physiques, but I 
think not more than 20 percent 
are such; most of them, I 
think, are homosexuals." 

Dabrowski was indicted along 
with Spinar and Germain (Drum, 
24) in connection with the DSI 
male nudist magazines Butch 
and Tiger , which the Govern- 
ment contends are "designed to 
appeal to homosexuals and to 
promote homosexuality." 

Dabrowski, former publisher 
of physique magazines Champ 
and Young Champ , said he sold 
his subscription list to DSI 
and supplied nude photos of 
male models for Butch and Ti- 
ger at the rate of $25 for 
black and white prints, $30 
color slides and $50 for color 
prints . 

Two persons identified as 
homosexuals testified that 


they were "stimulated" by pho- 
tographs of nude males they 
received from DSI. Both also 
said they believed that other 
homosexuals were stimulated in 
the same way and that as a re- 
sult some of them were led to 
make homosexual contacts. 

One of the homosexuals said 
he had had a homosexual rela- 
tionship at 12 but not again 
until he was 26, when he first 
received nude male photos from 
DSI. He said he had a homo- 
sexual relationship as a re- 
sult of viewing the photos . 

A West Coast physique pho- 
tographer commented on the 
trial: "It looks like the 
Federal boys are scraping the 
bottom of the barrel on this 
one. "

LAW REFORM 

London: The House of Com- 
mons voted to repeal all crim- 
inal penalties for homosexual 
acts committed in private by 
consenting adults. The law 
change affects only men be- 
cause the Victorians who or- 
iginally passed the law were 
afraid that the Queen might be 
shocked to see a reference to 
lesbianism. 
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Although much touted by the 
liberal press, the British 
measure does not alter the 
laws usually' causing the ar- 
rest of homosexuals -- those 
dealing with solicitation. 
Neither the Wolfenden Commit- 
tee, which urged passage of 
the present bill, nor the A- 
merican Law Institute, which 
wants similar legislation in 
the U. S., has suggested any 
changes in solicitation laws. 

During the debate on the 
bill, Harold Gurden, a Conser- 
vative M. P., intimated that 
some members supporting the 
bill were themselves homosexu- 
als . 

"It would be strange," he 
said, "in a place of 600 mem- 
bers if there were not some 
who. . ." 

At this point, bearded La- 
borite Andrew Fauls shouted 
angrily to Gurden: "We don't 
know about you either, do we? 
That might be interesting ! " 

Even this limited reform of 
the laws affecting homosexuals 
could not come about in Amer- 
ica as it has in England. In 
the United States the courts 
have held that morals legisla- 
tion, in most cases, is a mat- 
ter for each state to decide 
independently. 

In 1961, Illinois became the 
first--and remains the only-- 
state to accept the American 
Law Institutes model code rec- 
omendation that states repeal 
laws against homosexual acts 
between consenting adults. 

In the past few years legis- 
lators in New York, Minnesota 
and Wisconsin have considered 
making quite similar changes 
and have shied away. Deter- 
mined opposition from the Ro- 
man Catholic Church did the 
trick in New York and Minneso- 
ta, and in Wisconsin the pro- 
posal became a political issue 


when the Young Democrats fa- 
voring the idea were labeled 
"homocrats" by the state f s Re- 
publican governor.

Dayton: Dublic men's rooms 
continued to wipe other local 
news off the front page of the 
Dayton papers with the disclo- 
sure that at least " eight pub- 
lic restrooms serve as meeting 
places for homosexuals, and 
arrests are made in the places 
every week. 11 

The battle of the johns be- 
gan with the arrest of 26 men 
for alleged homosexual acts in 
a public restroom in nearby 
Xenia (Drjjm, 25). 

In reply to a question about 
the effect of law reform on 
homosexuality , Dayton Vice 
Squad Capt. Gil Thurman said 
"it would merely reinforce 
the present police position, 
not change it. " 

Drum editor Clark P. Polak, 
speaking for the Homosexual 
Law Reform Society, agreed 
with the captain, pointing out 
that few people are ever ar- 
rested for committing private 
sexual acts with other con- 
senting adults. He took seri- 
ous issue with arrests made 
for solicitation by a homosex- 
ual. "The soliciting laws, " 
he was quoted as saying, "are 
grossly abusive. " 

A Dayton psychiatrist agreed 
with the stand, saying that a 
homosexual will "rarely solic- 
it the unwilling or proposi- 
tion a man without encourage- 
ment. " 

The psychiatrist also said 
that the frequenting of cer- 
tain public restrooms by some 
homosexuals is likely to con- 
tinue even if reform laws are 
passed. Explained he: "It's 


a matter of going where the 
hoys are."

the morals squad 


The large metropolitan area 
becomes the natural gathering 
place for homosexuals since it 
offers them enough anonymity 
to seek out fairly openly com- 
patible sexual orientation. 
Thus the metropolis becomes at 
once the focal point for homo- 
sexual activity--and for pub- 
lic concern over it. 

Whether or not public con- 
cern over homosexuality is, as 
Karpman suggests in The Sexual 
Offender and His Offenses ^ 
M suggestive of an orgy of in- 
tolerant and sadistic hatred, 
closely allied to the mechan- 
ism of paranoia, 11 there is a 
certain concern that manifests 
itself in vigorous police ac- 
tion in most major cities in 
the United States. Philadel- 
phia is one such city. 

The homosexual conduct 
thought disruptive to good or- 
der and morals comes from 
those who seek new associa- 
tions in public places. They 
approach men on streets, in 
railroad and bus terminal lav- 
atories, in movie houses and 
in bars. Some of them make 
their purpose known 
during otherwise 

friendly and ordin- 
ary, if somewhat 
forward ^conversa- 
tion. Others may be 
less subtle in their 
approach to strangers 
in locations fre- 
quented by homosex- 
uals on the assump- 
tion that anyone pre- 
sent is actively 
seeking a homosexual 
liason. 


Active police work in this 
area is directed toward pro- 
curing the solicitation of a 
plainclothes policeman. When 
an arrest is made, the charge 
is solicitation for sodomy, 
not the act itself or attempt 
to commit sodomy. 

In Philadelphia complaints 
about homosexual solicitation 
are turned over to the Morals 
Squad for investigation. Be- 
cause the Squad has jurisdic- 
tion over all sexual offenses 
in a city of over 2 million, 
the number of men available 
for homosexual enforcement is 
limited. The very nature of 
the work imposes further limi- 
tations: the assigned police- 

man must be attractive to the 
homosexual; and should the so- 
licitation come directly from 
the policeman or should he o- 
vertly encourage it, his par- 
ticipation would constitute 
entrapment . 

Must Be Under 30 
The Philadelphia Morals 
Squad regularly assigns two 
men for homosexual enforce- 
ment. Both must be under 30, 
youthful looking and 
attractive . Acting 
as decoys for homo- 
sexual solicitation 
is not -the men 1 s ex- 
clusive assignment . 
Each spends a major 
portion of his work- 
ing time on prostitu- 
tion detection and 
investigation of rou- 
tine complaints. 

The seeming incom- 
patability of these 
assignments is magni- 




fied by the fact that the men 
often work in both prostitu- 
tion detection and homosexual 
enforcement during the same 
eight -hour tour of duty. 

An assigned man, accompanied 
by a partner, usually begins a 
tour of night duty by investi- 
gating routine complaints or 
checking information on the 
operation of prostitutes. 

After 1 a.m. it becomes dif- 
ficult to make an arrest for 
prostitution but homosexual 
solicitation in public places 
approaches its peak. So the 
decoy policeman and his part- 
ner finish their tour in homo- 
sexual enforcement . 

Investigations resulting in 
arrests of homosexual offend- 
ers generally follow a set 
pattern. The decoy policeman, 
unarmed and without the regu- 
lation handcuff pouch and bil- 
ly club, is accompanied by his 
armed partner to a location 
where homosexuals may be 
cruising. 

Men's Room 

The decoy officer wanders a- 
bout or makes his way toward 
the men’s room. His partner 
stations himself where he can 
keep the entire area under ob- 
servation. 

Philadelphia police assume 
that many cruisers will at- 
tempt to make contacts in lav- 
atories, usually by pretending 
to urinate and gesturing at 
the potential partner with pe- 
nis exposed. 

A potential partner may show 
his inclination by signaling 
his willingness to participate 
in a homosexual act. The po- 
liceman approached in this way 
tries to give no indication of 
disgust or disapproval, but at 
the same time he attempts to 
avoid overt encouragement in 
order to rule out any basis 
for a claim of entrapment. 


The armed policeman leaves 
the area of initial contact at 
this time, thus encouraging 
the potential offender to fol- 
low the decoy policeman. The 
homosexual may then engage the 
decoy officer in conversation 
outside the area of initial 
contact and eventually make a 
solicitation. A solicitation 
is usually made in ambiguous 
language, and the policeman 
will attempt to draw out the 
homosexual by pretending na- 
ivete and asking him to ex- 
plain himself. 

Experienced policeman be- 
lieve that the homosexual will 
either make an unmistakable 
solicitation at this point or 
else become suspicious and 
leave. 

Out of Sight 

If an overt solicitation is 
made, the policeman asks the 
offender to take a walk to 
talk at greater length. This 
is done so the arrest can be 
made out of sight of the place 
of contact, where other homo- 
sexuals may still be loiter- 
ing. 

If the decoy policeman 
thinks the offender is com- 
pletely unwary, he may suggest 
that they go outside and sit 
in the policeman’s car. The 
accompanying officer follows 
casually as the decoy officer 
and the offender leave the ar- 
ea of contact and positions 
himself near the pair in order 
to curb any attempt to resist 
arrest. At this point the de- 
coy officer identifies himself 
as a policeman and takes the 
offender into custody. 

If the place of contact is a 
public park, the solicitation 
is usually made when the of- 
fender sits on a bench with 
the decoy policeman and starts 
conversation. The partner, 
standing or sitting nearby. 


follows when the decoy asks 
the offender to take a walk. 

When arrested, the offender 
is handcuffed and taken to the 
headquarters of the police 
district in which the offense 
occurred. 

While riding in the car, the 
arresting officer tries to get 
the offender to repeat for his 
partner the exact words used 
in making the solicitation in 
order to enable the partner, 
who was not close enough to 
hear the conversation, to be- 
come a prosecution witness. 



a matter of course, since Mor- 
als Squad men believe that ho- 
mosexual offenders may carry 
the names and addresses of 
other homosexuals, which may 
be used in other investiga- 
tions. (An examination of ar- 
rest reports covering a seven- 
month period failed to show 
that any names and addresses 
found on homosexual offenders 
led to any further arrests or 
investigations . Nor could 
Squad members recall any in- 
stances where such material 
found on homosexuals proved 
useful for any purpose.) 

The prisoner is asked wheth- 
er he has made solicitations 
before, whether he is under- 
going psychiatric therapy, how 
long he has been a homosexual, 
and with what persons, if any, 
he has had homosexual rela- 
tions. 

While most prisoners tend to 
speak freely with respect to 
their homosexuality, they will 


not reveal the names of part- 
ners . 

Frightened 

The interrogators tend to be 
polite and sympathetic, quali- 
ties that are not difficult 
for them to muster since the 
prisoner is usually frightened 
and cooperative. 

Occupation and name of the 
offenders employer is rou- 
tinely elicited from the pris- 
oner. If he is a federal, 
state or local government em- 
ployee, a report is made to 
the employer. In other cases, 
police generally do not report 
the arrest to the employer but 
will supply details if the em- 
ployer makes inquiry. If the 
offense takes place on a night 
before a work day for the of- 
fender, the probability of the 
employer learning of Jthe of- 
fense is high since the of- 
fender will not be able to re- 
port to work until after a 
magistrate's hearing that 
morning . 

After his statement is tak- 
en, the prisoner is booked on 
a charge of solicitation for 
sodomy, fingerprinted and pho^ 
tographed, and slated for a 
preliminary hearing. He is 
held in custody until the 
hearing. 

Not Many Arrests 

The methods used by Morals 
Squad policeman does not re- 
sult in many arrests . During 
a seven-month period only 23 
persons were taken into cus- 
tody. Their ages ranged from 
16 to 56 and their occupations 
included teacher, college stu- 
dent, clerk, writer, musician, 
welder, accountant, sales man- 
ager, bookkeeper, male nurse, 
and minister. 

Six of the offenders were 
married or had been married. 
One offender claimed he had 
become a homosexual in the two 
years since his wife's death, 


and of the 18 offenders who 
admitted making the solicita- 
tion for which they were ar- 
rested, 17 admitted to having 
had homosexual leanings for a 
long time. The other man in- 
sisted that he was entirely 
heterosexual but had recently 
read a book on homosexuality 
and wished to "experiment. 1 ’ 

two of the 18 offenders who 
admitted solicitation stated 
that although they had had ho- 
mosexual inclinations for a 
number of years, they never 
had sexual relations but de- 
rived their enjoyment from so- 
liciting strangers without in- 
tention of carrying through 
the proposition. 

Sodomy Arrests 

Sight arrests for homosexual 
as well as heterosexual acts 
of sodomy are usually the re- 
sult of routine patrol of 
parked cars and public parks 
by uniformed forces rather 
than a specific citizen com- 
plaint. Ten of 14 sodomy ar- 
rests made as a result of rou- 
tine patrols involved' consen- 
sual homosexual activity. 

Some complaints are made by 
persons who are solicited by a 
homosexual on the street or in 
a park. These complainants 
either hail a policeman or 
converse with the homosexual 
until they can find a police- 
mail. 

Of 13 arrests made during 
the period studied for solici- 
tation on the basis of a spe- 
cific complaint by the person 
approached, eight complaints 
were made by boys between 15 
and 18. 

In two cases the complain- 
ants spent considerable time 
with the offender after an o- 
vert solicitation was made. 
One complainant told police he 
met the offender in a movie 
theater and accompanied him to 


an apartment following verbal 
and physical advances. 

Fellatio 

The complainant spent almost 
an hour in the offender’s a- 
partment engaged in acts of 
fellatio and anal intercourse. 

After the pair left the a- 
partment, the offender stopped 
in a bar and the complainant 
hailed a uniformed officer, 
pointed out the offender and 
demanded his arrest. 

Under questioning the com- 
plainant said he went with the 
offender out of curiosity, 
that he took off all his 
clothes, and that he engaged 
in homosexual activities be- 
cause he was afraid to refuse. 

When the police pointed out 
that there was no indication 
of force or threats by the of- 
fender, the complainant said 
he had not really wanted to 
have sex with the offender and 
that he felt he had a duty to 
report the incident. 

Despite the obvious willing- 
ness of the complainant to en- 
gage in a consensual homosexu- 
al liaison, he was not arrest- 
ed as an accomplice but was 
asked to appear as prosecution 
witness in the offender’s 
hearing on charges of sodomy 
and solicitation. 

Less Interested 

The case is an example of a 
situation corresponding to a 
complaint of rape or attempted 
rape made for a personal rea- 
son and without basis in fact. 
But while investigators are 
willing to go to great lengths 
to determine whether the ar- 
rest of an alleged heterosexu- 
al offender is justified, they 
seem less interested in pro- 
tecting those accused of homo- 
sexual activity. 

During the seven-month peri- 
od for which police reports of 
sex of- (Continued on page 26) 




the middle east 

It's interesting that some 
of the most stable marriages-- 
both heterosexual and homosex- 
ual--occur in societies with- 
out the western predilection 
toward "romantic" love. 

In the Middle East, homosex- 
ual marriages are quite com- 
mon and are legitimatized 
through a simple contract of 
adoption. In provincial towns 
in Jordan it is not unusual 
for a man to adopt an adoles- 
cent boy as a sex partner when 
his wife dies or becomes ill 
of frigid. Often the man is 
simply a homosexual bachelor. 

The boy’s parents, generally 

© 



quite poor, understand clearly 
the sexual aspect of the con- 
tract and are pleased at the 
opportunity provided for their 
son to get an education and 
possibly become heir to a bus- 
iness or estate. 

During a recent visit to the 
Middle East I spent a great 
deal of time exploring these 
kinds of homosexual relation- 
ships. Whenever I had a 
chance to get acquainted with 
an ordinary man who had sons, 
I would ask: ’’What would you 
do if you found that your son 
was having homosexual rela- 
tions with a man?" 

The reply would often be: 
"Active relations are all 
right. I expect my son to 
have some fun and it keeps him 
from defiling the purity of 
girls. But passive, never! I 
would kill the man- -and my son 
also--if I thought that f s the 
way it is. It would be dif- 
ferent, of course, if an edu- 
cated man like you, with mon- 
ey, wanted my son. If you 
would adopt him and give him 
your name, it would be quite 
all right." 

'A Nice Boy 1 

Whenever I encountered a 
pimp in Jordan, Syria and Leb- 
anon, I asked, "Where could I 
find a nice boy to take home?" 

Invariably they offered to 
introduce me to good families 
and especially widows who 
would be "honored to give 
their sons in marriage to a 
man who would give him a 
name." 

I also asked many adolescent 
boys, when I saw them walking 
hand in hand, if they were 
"lovers." They nearly always 
said yes--contradicting the 
local line about this hand- 
holding having no meaning. 

"Do you have sexual rela- 
tions?" I would ask. "No," 


they usually replied, "only 
mutual masturbation." And 
then one would often add: "My 
father would kill me if I had 
anal intercourse with a male 
without his permission." 

"What would it take to get 
your father’s permission?" 
One very attractive boy re- 
plied, "About E800." But most 
said, a contract to prove 
that the man loved me." 

There are, of course, other 
sides to these contractual ar- 
rangements. Rich men are fre- 
quently able to purchase boys 
who are not willing. 

The old tale about the vil- 
lain threatening to foreclose 
the mortgage has not been a 
joke in countries like Syria, 
and a poor boy has often found 
a man’s wealth used to close 
all jobs to him so that his 
only alternative was to accept 
an offer of concubinage. 

Boys in Harems 

In some areas of the Middle 
East, an adolescent boy can be 
bought for $200 to $1,200 de- 
pending on his age and looks, 
with the family concurring to 
a marriage ceremony and con- 
tract . 

Such marriages are often 
polygamous, with boys disap- 
pearing into harems to spend 
the rest of their lives in se- 
clusion. 

The status of such married 
boys is quite different from 
that of catamites--usually 
dancing boys who are taken in- 
to a rich man’s home for cer- 
tain number of years. A mar- 
riage contract is for life and 
is treated seriously on both 
sides . 

A man does not feel obliged 
to give his catamite any sexu- 
al satisfaction but it is a 
disgrace if a married partner 
is not pleased. 

It is ironic that the ar- 


ranged marriage is often more 
satisfying than the romantic 
one, both heterosexual and ho- 
mosexual. This doesn 1 t sug- 
gest the advocacy of any par- 
ticular form of* marriage: 
East is East and West is West. 
But it does suggest the nar- 
rowness and imitativeness of 


many western homosexual rela- 
tionships . 

Long-term relationships are 
not for everybody. But when 
more imagination is given to 
homosexual marriage, the dis- 
tinctive mark, may well be one 
of flexibility.

One thing you should keep in 
mind about French boys right 
from the start is their atti- 
tude toward gay life. 

Contrary to what you may 
have thought, homosexuality is 
not a way of life in France, 
nor is it widely prevalent. 
The sanction of marriage and 
the influence of the Church 
have left too strong an im- 
pression upon the average, 
French male: he is conditioned 
almost from birth tpward a 
heterosexual environment. 

However, this doesn't mean 
that he isn't susceptible--far 
from it- -and many French males 
are happily married while con- 
tinuing to find homosexual ■ 
outlets an added pleasure. 

Before marriage he will most 


certainly have a girl friend, 
but he is not adverse to see- 
ing things your way also. 
This ambivalence may upset you 
at first, but it's best to ac- 
cept it and go ahead. Many 
French boys may say to you re- 
garding a date: "Not tonight. 
I'm seeing my girl friend. 
But how about tomorrow night?" 

Certainly there is plenty of 
gay life in a city like Paris 
with its bars, baths and drag 
shows. But this may pall on 
you and I recommend that you 
look about for a companion at 
the opera, or in the Metro, or 
in a small restaurant. 

French boys are usually very 
friendly and eager to talk to 
Americans --but be prepared to 
hear a lot about Vietnam and 


d 



all the rest for they regard 
us as being very obstinate and 
childish over foreign policy. 

But once this is out of the 
way, there is no more delight- 
ful male company to be found 
than a young French male. 
They like to be taken to din- 
ner and to a show if possible, 
but you'll probably be amply 
rewarded if you carry it 
through . 

Paris does provide a feast 
for. the eyes of the gay obser- 
ver in the number of music 
hall presentations. The pro- 
ducers of these shows have had 
the good sense to undress the 
boys as well as the girls, and 
you can be regaled with the 
sight of very attractive males 
wearing an absolute minimum. 

I would especially recommend 
a visit to the Casino de Par- 
is, which seems to stress more 
male nudity than the other big 
shows in town, such as the Li- 
do or the Folies Bergere. 

At the Casino they have a 
number of tableaux that fea- 
ture several well-built boys 
wearing very brief straps in 
front and less behind. At a 
recent viewing three such boys 


came out and did a "Zorba the 
Greek" dance. 

The Lido whose show, inci- 
dentally, is staged by an A- 
merican, has changed its poli- 
cy a bit in regard to male 
nudes. There are fewer of 
them, due no doubt to a desire 
not to offend the visiting Ro- 
tarian type who makes up the 
bulk of the club's business. 

But you are still likely to 
see about the best looking 
male dancers in Paris at the 
Lido, and when they do finally 
get around to shedding their 
clothes in the big ceremonial 
number, the wait will have 
been worth it. 

The Folies is still catering 
to the tourist also, and the 
stress here is definitely on 
bare bosoms ; but now and again 
a well-muscled male will ap- 
pear in a gold jockstrap or 
less . 

You can have a lot of won- 
derful experiences in France, 
and you probably will if you 
keep in mind your hosts ' gen- 
eral attitude about sex, which 
is that it's not all that im- 
portant. Just relax and enjoy 
it:

Sexual Deviance 3 edited by 
John H. Gagnon and William Si- 
mon, Harper and Row, New York, 
$ 3 . 50 . 

It could be that one reason 
so few psychiatrists, charla- 
tans and other self-styled ex- 
perts bother to find out much 
about homosexuality before 
they write is that the truth 
is rarely as glamorous as the 
pictures imagination can 
paint. 

Imagination, in terms of ho- 
mosexuality, generally centers 
on the question of cause and 
so-called "cure." The best of 
the dreamers have bolied the 
whole thing down to absolutes 
about oedipal and other com- 
plexes and the most creative 
of the cure artists have con- 
vinced a few pathetically mis- 
guided homosexuals that they 
should be brainwashed. 

But no behavior can be prop- 
erly approached in terms of 
absolutes. The best arti- 
cles on the subject consider 
homosexuals, not from the nar- 
row vantage of their sexual 
orientation, but from the 
broader perspective of the in- 
ter-relationship between their 
sexual life and "the rest of 
the activity that fills the 
daily round of life." Sexual 
Deviance 3 a new anthology of 
new and reprinted essays on a 
variety of sexual orientations 
tried to do just this. 

The terminal essay, by the 
book’s editors, Drs . John H. 
Gagnon and William Simon, is 
probably most remarkable in 
that it has* taken until today 


to write it. If the litera- 
ture on homosexuality ap- 
proached any reasonable level 
of accuracy, this essay would 
be so elementary that it might 
be considered old hat. 

It is far from old hat. It 
is deadly accurate in its des- 
cription of the lesbians in- 
terviewed and, in a larger 
sense, of male homosexuals, 
also. There are no astonish- 
ing new insights offered here, 
just clear, objective observa- 
tion and reporting--which in 
the field of homosexual stu- 
dies is astonishing enough. 

Actually, work of this level 
should be expected from Gagnon 
and Simon; they are two of the 
Kinsey Institute’s mainstays. 
The philosophy underlying the 
work is in the Kinsey tradi- 
tion: the authors refuse "to 
make judgements about the 
meaning of specific sexual ac- 
tivities." As is proper, but 
highly unusual when homosexu- 
ality is involved, sexuality 
is included in the "larger 
context" of social life. The 
observations offered here have 
the perspective "of the real- 
ities of everyday existence." 
The homosexual behavior dis- 
cussed, consequently, appears 
less exotic. 

How many homosexuals have 
cringed at the case history 
examples of the dominating 
mothers collaborating with 
weak fathers to produce the 
neurotic second-bests called 
homosexuals? Gagnon and Simon 
bring an end to the cringe. 
They even discuss the areas of 
mascu- (Continued on page 35)

ality in a prison environment. 

In a letter published in the 
Village Voice , Rothenberg 
claimed "an almost total press 
blackout." He said: 

"The play has provoked more 
fear because of the honesty of 
the homosexuality presented 
than it has because of the 
revelations about prison con- 
ditions and human needs." 

Trying to cajole critics, 
editors and news writers into 
seeing the play has been a 
thankless task, according to 
Rothenberg. One editor defen- 
sively asked him, "Aren't your 
audiences mostly homosexual?" 
And one critic wrote a letter 
stating, "Something in my un- 
conscious has kept me away." 

Rothenberg theorized that 
newspapermen can stand the 
camp of "Gorilla Queen" (Drum,. 
25) because the humor puts ho- 
mosexuality at a distance. But 
in "Fortune and Men's Eyes," 
he said, "homosexuality does 
not have the safety of dis- 
tance. This brings out an at- 
titude on the part of the 
press toward homosexuality 
that is near pathological."

(Continued from page 12). fense 
investigations were examined, 
no complaint of homosexual ac- 
tivity was listed as "unfound- 
ed" even where the offender 
denied the solicitation or the 
act of sodomy and there is no 
evidence to corroborate the 
complaint. 

On the other hand, of 13 
complaints by women or girls 
of solicitation for unnatural 
sex acts by males, three were 
declared by investigators to 
be unfounded and a fourth case 
was dropped to disorderly con- 
duct . 

Discussion with police per- 
sonnel revealed a unanimity of 
feeling that homosexual of- 
fenses deserve only summary 
treatment. Casual discussion 
of cases indicates an incli- 
nation toward sympathy for of- 
fenders who may have been par- 
ties to a consensual hetero- 
sexual act, but Morals Squad 
police do not reveal a similar 
feeling for homosexuals who 
may be falsely accused. 

In a homosexual case involv- 
ing a child or force, the in- 
vestigation tends to be 
thorough and extensive because 
Morals Squad officers attach 
more importance to satisfac- 
torily closing a case when 
they feel that the offender 
poses a threat to the communi- 
ty. 

Sold Pretzels 

In one case where the 
child's description of an of- 
fender was limited only to the 
fact that he drove a truck and 
sold pretzels. Morals Squad 
personnel worked on their free 
time to locate the offender. 


If police tend to regard the 
consensual homosexual offense 
and the solicitation for homo- 
sexual sodomy as relatively 
unimportant in the range of 
crimes with which they deal, 
a basic inconsistency is sug- 
gested by the active police 
steps against homosexual so- 
licitation in public places. 

Philadelphia police ground 
their action against public 
solicitation on two ration- 
ales. The first is the fear 
of homosexual seduction of 
youngsters . Although there 
may be some validity to this 
fear, police files indicate 
that the homosexual seduction 
of youngsters comes to the at- 
tention of the authorities 
through direct complaints from 
parents. And the places in 
which police actively look for 
homosexual solicitation would 
not attract youngsters at the 
time when most cruisers oper- 
ate. 

Hustlers 

The other rationale behind 
active police enforcement is 
a fear for homosexuals who 
might fall prey to dangerous 
hustlers. However, police ac- 
tivity where cruisers operate 
obviously does nothing to pre- 
vent victimization of homosex- 
uals . 

No arrests of hustlers were 
made during the seven-month 
period studied. Nor were Mor- 
als Squad personnel able to 
recall any such arrests. And 
because victims do not com- 
plain to police, there is no 
way to determine how many 
beatings and robberies go un- 
reported. 

Events leading to one arrest 
for solicitation for sodomy 
suggested that the offender 
might have been a hustler. A 
plainclothes policeman de- 


tailed to the Pennsylvania 
Railroad 1 s 30th Street Station 
sat on a bench in the vicinity 
of the men’s room. A neatly 
dressed young man walked over 
to the policeman, grabbed his 
arm and told him he wanted 



take a walk toward the main 
waiting room, where the po- 
liceman’s partner was standing 
watching the incident. When 
the policeman identified him- 
self and placed the young man 
under arrest, he punched the 
policeman and began to run. 
The two officers caught up 
with the offender and took him 
into custody after ’’using suf- 
ficient force to overcome re- 
sistance to arrest.” (This 
phrase, taken from the arrest 
report, means the offender was 
hit on the skull with a billy 
club. ) 

Hustler Earmarks 

At this point the offender 
had several earmarks of the 
hustler. He approached his 
victim blatantly and suggested 
homosexual activity. His sug- 
gestion was made in vulgar 
vernacular and not in the ho- 
mosexual argot, which would 
indicate that he was not him- 
self a practicing homosexual. 

On the other hand, his ap- 
pearance was not that which 
police associate with the hus- 
tler-- long hair and sideburns, 
tight pants, tattoos. 

The offender said he was a 


college student, married, and 
employed in a part-time job 
that kept him in the vicinity 
of the 30th Street Station. 
He said his wife was in the 
seventh month of pregnancy and 
that he had been coming to the 
railroad station often during 
the past three months to find 
homosexuals who would perform 
fellatio on him. He added 
that he seldom failed to find 
the sexual activity he sought . 

The prisoner was booked for 
solicitation for sodomy, as- 
sault and battery, and resist- 
ing arrest. 

In Philadelphia, homosexuals 
brought before magistrates for 
solicitation of adults or con- 
sensual sodomy are released or 
lightly fined as often as not. 
Police do not object to the 
large number of dismissals of 
charges against homosexuals 
because they believe that re- 
leased offenders are not as 
likely to solicit strangers in 
the future and that homosexu- 
ality in public places is re- 
duced by these harrassment ar- 
rests . 

However, the ultimate ques- 
tion is whether such police 
action as that taken in Phila- 
delphia can, even in theory, 
be helpful in deterring con- 
spicuous homosexual activity 
in public places. Two fac- 
tors--both independent of any 
compulsion of the homosexual 
to seek out new contacts--op- 
erate to limit the deterrent 
effect of harrassment arrests. 
Effect Destroyed 

First, an arrest for solici- 
tation of a plainclothes po- 
liceman is always made away 
from the area of initial con- 
tact in order to protect the 
identity of the arresting of- 
ficer from potential offend- 
ers. Consequently, any deter- 
rent effect a solicitation ar- 


rest might have on potential 
offenders in the vicinity is 
destroyed. In the case of the 
sight arrest, the situation is 
generally one in which no oth- 
er persons are in the vicini- 
ty- 

Other Homosexuals 
Second, most persons who 
cruise public places do not 
regularly associate with other 
homosexuals. So even if ar- 
rests were made in full view 
of potential offenders in the 
vicinity, those witnessing the 
arrest would not be likely to 
pass along the information to 
other homosexuals. In the 
case of sight arrests, even an 
efficient communication among 
homosexuals ' would do little 
more than give warning about a 
certain isolated area. 

Both factors, the relative 
secrecy in which arrests for 
solicitation are made and the 
lack of communication among 
habitues of homosexual loiter- 
ing places, tend to vitiate 
the desired effect of harrass- 
ment arrests for solicitation. 



That these factors do oper- 
ate to limit the effectiveness 
of solicitation arrests is 
shown by the fact that Morals 
Squad personnel observe the 
same potential offenders in 
areas where arrests have been 
made as recently as the night 
before . 

Even so, attempts to make 
arrests for solicitation in 
public places are likely to 


continue for these reasons: 

1. Police activity in this 
area assuages complaints from 
citizens . 

2. The annual number of ar- 
rests made is regarded by mu- 
nicipal administrators as one 
index of police efficiency. 

3. Homosexual enforcement 
supplies ready assignments for 
night-shift policeman when the 
hour is too late for routine 
investigations . 

The sight of persons engaged 
in certain sex acts in parked 
cars or in public parks may be 
deemed offensive to the public 
order. And passive police ac- 
tion in curbing illegal activ- 
ity in progress would seem to 
be warranted by the obligation 
of the police to enforce the 
law. 

In contrast, it is only in 
theory that the arrest of ho- 
mosexuals for solicitation 
serves the same end of curbing 
offensive conduct.

(Continued from page 21) Un- 
ity and femininity with accur- 
acy that can only come from 
close observation. 

There is no sorer point with 
the community at large and ho- 
mosexuals themselves than les- 
bian masculinity and male ho- 
mosexual femininity. As most 
homosexuals know, but is rare- 
ly reported in the literature, 
the extremes of this behavior 
generally occur during coming 
out. It tends to decrease 
rather rapidly until many of 
the males who were highly ef- 
feminate in their teens are no 
more effeminate than most oth- 
er men by the early twenties.
